BUNGLING EFFORTS TO 
FRAME ACCURATE CALENDAR 
—e— 

WASHINGTON—"Leap year day, 
Feb. 29, is a reminder of man’s bung- 
ling efforts through thousands of years 
to frame an accurate calendar,” says 
a bulletin from the headquarters of 
the Natiohal Geographical Society. 
“ie hasn't achieved complete accer- 
acy yet,” continues the bulletin, 

“It was 20 years after George 
Washington's birth that the English 
speaking world changed its calendar 
from ‘Old Style’ to the ‘New Style’ 
which we use today, makfig a dfffer- 
ence of 11 days. Washington first 
saw the light on February 11, 1732; 
but we celebrate February 22 since 
that canformi f the corrected date. 

“To see how far we have progressed 
in time measurement, one has only to 
consider the existing calendar of the 
Mohammedan world. In Christen- 
dom’s calendar New Year Day now 
stays pretty firmly fixed in the winter

In 46 B. C. Julius Caesar, with the 
help of astronomers, gave the calendar 
its greatest reform up to that time, by 
the creation of leap year and leap year 
day with a year of 366 days. 

“When Pope Gregory turned the 
calendar back in 1582 he made a 
change in the leap year arrangements 
so that the calendar ~would not creep 
ahead approximately 11% minutes a 
year. He arranged to have three leap

WILt CANADIAN 
NATIONALITY SOON 
BE ESTABLISHED 


Dr, Bissett, a member of the House 


| of Commons, has introduced a bill to 


establish once and for all a Canadian 
nationality and qa Canadian race. 

In the past a certain provision hus 
been made to give some official stand 
ing to a born Canadian outside of 
Canada, but up-to-date no one is’ per 
miited to be born a Canadian or die 
a Canadian, They are listed Scoteh, 
English, Irish, Dutch, German, Swede, 
Greek, Hindu, Ukranian or any old 
thing but Canadian. 

The bill asks that official recognition 
be given to Canadian nationaity for 
use in all documents and papers, and 
recognition of the Canadian race, by 
subscribing to the principles that all 
persons of white stock born in Canada 
for three or more generations shall 
be entitled to be classed Canadians. 

Many well informed men maintain 
that there can be no Canadian race 
owing to the fact that Canadians are 
of a mixed descent; that same argu- 
ment might be used to prove that 
there is no Irish race, because in 
Ireland you might find traces of the 
Gauls, Spaniards, Picts, English and 
Scots, or no Scottish race because 
of the merging of Picts, Norse, French 
and Celts, or no English race owing 
to the mixture of Saxons, Danes, Nor- 
‘mans and Romans, 

The census Officials classify a man 
as Scottish if he happened to be born 
in Scotland, even though his ancestors 
might have come from Timbuctoo, but 
they refuse to accept a man born in 
Canada as a Canadian, even if his 
father was born in Canada, his grand- 
father in Scotland, his great grand 
fajhei in Ireland and his grea, grand 
grandfather born in England, notwith- 
standing these sires might all have 
lived in Canada for more than a hun- 
dred years, 

The position is absolutely didicu- 
lous, and yet a lot of our public men 
orate by the hour about developing 
a rea} national spirit, while officially 
the silly Government persists in con- 
tinuing the practice of officially fafl- 
ing to recognise a Canadian nation- 
ality. , 

It certainly is to'be hoped that Dr. 
Bissonette may be successful in his 
well directed effort and a real agita- 
tion must be continued until this con- 
dition has been remedied,

PROVINCIAL POLICE 
SHOULD BE 
RETAINED BY ALBERTA 


The Alberta Legislature has very 
wisely delayed doing away with the 
Provincial Police and turning over 
duties to the Mounted Police, 

The Mounted Police are a unit or- 
ganised to carry on duties outlined by 
tha Fadera ‘authorities, with head- 
quariers at Ottawa, while the Provta- 
cial Police are primarily to carry on 
the instructions of the Provincial 
authorities, and absolutely under their 
nuthority, 

A saving in dollars it is admitted 
might be made through the merging 


of these police organisations, but is 
the amount sufficient for the Provin-| 


cjal Government to turn over to a 
Federal body the duty of enforcing 
their laws and regulations, 

Regrettable as it may be, it is fact 
that party politics often have quite 
o bearing in the making of appoint- 
ments, and the party"lines often are 
strained almos;¢ to breaking point be- 
tween Provincial and Federal Govern- 
ments. 

Furthermore, is it not a very serious 
undertaking to centralise such an im- 
portant work as policing the whole 
country at Ottawa, without having the 
slightesi control over their interpre- 
tation of Provincial laws 

The main object in having Provin- 
cial Governments is to retain the 
power to carry on local work which 
is very specifically outlined, without 
outside interference.

TO THE UNITED STATES 


OTTAWA—Canada spent more than 
$70 a head for goods purchased jn the 
United States in 1927, offcial figures 
released by the Government show. 

The total spent in the United 
States was $707,270,444, or $466,884- 
511 more than the total purchases by 
Canada in the whole of the British 
Empire, Her total imports for 1927 
were worth $1,030,892,505, and her ex- 
ports totaled $1,267,142. The United 
States was also Canada’s best cus- 
tomer, buying $474,588,125 of her 
goods, Canada’s population is around 
9,000,000 persons, an increasé of 
nearly 4,000,000 since the census of 
1901,
